Two hours later, shortly after 
United Nations reconvened to re­ 
sume the U2 spy debate, the Air 
Force announced the mammoth 
Midas was spinning around the 
earth. 
Near Circular Orbit 
It was unable immediately to 
give the preci.se position in orbit 
because of a malfunction in track­ 
ing computers at the satellite test 
wing at Sunnyvale. Calif. 
However, the Defense Depart­ 
ment said in 
Washington late 
in the day that the satellite was 
traveling in an orbit that carries 
it out as far as 322 miles and 
within 292 1 miles of earth. In its 
near circular orbit. .Midas makes 
one round trip every 94.34 min­ 
utes.

Flares To Provide Tests 
This first test satellite was not 
aimed at a cour.se which would 
take it over the Soviet Union. Its 
path covers all territory 28 de­ 
grees north and .south of the equa­ 
tor. Midas’ practice mission is to 
test its equipment of giant sodium 
flares to be ignited at Edwards 
Air Force Base, Calif,, and on 
rocket launchings at Cape Cana­ 
veral and Vandenberg AFB. Calif 
The first flare will he fired on 
the ground within a few days.

Those earnest m arket analysts who w orship 
at the shrine of the late Charles H Dow are now 
looking for the Dow-.Iones av erage of .30 indus­ 
trial stocks to test the “ resislance lev el” of 625- 
6.30. when only a scant week ago they w ere look­ 
ing for the list to "te.st the March lows” of a- 
ro u n d 590. 
This may sound like gibberish, but 
w hat it m eans is that people think that stocks 
m ay continue to go up in price who a w eek ago 
thought they w ere going down. 
The famous Dow T heory is nam ed for the 
first editor of the Wa ll 5 frre t Jo u rn a l 
— and co- 
fo u n d er of Dow. .Jones & Co. — who in the 1890s 
outlined certain trail-blazing ideas about stock 
m a rk e t foreca.sting. 
His successor and close 
friend, William P. Ham ilton, organized these 
concepts into what he called the Dow Theory. 
In its simplest form , the Theory holds that 
the av erage price of a representativ e group of 
stocks, once hav ing set a definite pattern, will 
persist in that pattern until certain “rev ersal 
signals” appear on the chart or graph of the 
index. 
M arket analy.sts hav e dev eloped n u m e r­ 
ous v ariations, refinem ents, corollaries, and ex­ 
tensions of that basic concept. 
In the presen t condition of the m arket, 
should the index, as was expected a w eek ago, 
hav e fallen below the March lows, that would 
hav e been in the general consensus a “sell sig­ 
n a l” indicating tha t the m arket was going to get 
ev en m ore bearish. 
Now. a break through the 
625-630 “resistance lev el” would probably be a 
*‘buy signal.”

The Size Of Espionage 


In his 19.V) report. .T. Edgar Hoov er .« aid; 
“ I want tof point out the increa.sed v olume of our 
espionage work. 
“ In 1947 we receiv ed 79fi e.spionage m atters. 
In 
194a we receiv ed 1,227, and in 1949, 1,939, while in 1950 
we bad 3,.523,” 
In his 19.59 report. Hoov er said: 
“ Despite the Sov iet Riussian peace front the activ i­ 
ties of the Communist-bloc intelligence serv ices hav e 
continued down to the present time. 
Ev aluation of 
inv estigativ e dev elopments during the past year has 
shown that the current Red leadership has no intention 
of relaxing its efforts, and that the increasing pressure 
of foreign-directed espionage networks will continue 
indefinitely. 
Our inv estigativ e countermeasures hav e 
also prov ided us with a means of estimating the degree 
of Sov iet-satellite intelligence activ ities being conducted 
in the United Slates under the guuse of diplomatic 
status.” 
In the same report, Hoov er .stated; 
“ ,^s pa rt o f the Abel ca se, Ha y ha nen rela ted to 
the FBI tha t o ne o f his a ssig nments wa s to deliv er 
$5,000 to Helen .So bell, wife o f .Mo rto n So bell, co n­ 
v icted member o f the .luliiis Ro senberg espio na g e 
netwo rk, a s a rewa rd fo r .So bell’s silence. So bell, 
it will be reca lled, nev er co nfessed a nd ex tensiv e 
effo rts ha v e been ma de by the Co mmunists in a n 
effo rt to free him. 
“The task of the deliv erv ’ of the money to Mrs. 
Sobell had been giv en originally to Abel who. through 
fear of exposure as a result of FBI cov erage of Helen 
Sobell. buried the money in twx) caches in Bear Moun­ 
tain State Park in New- York. 
Subsequently, on in­ 
structions from Abel. Hayhanen dug up the money for 
deliv ery to Helen Sobell. 
Howev er, he did not make 
this deliv ery but instead appropriated the funds for ‘ 
hv s own use . . .” 
Hoov er also said in this report: 
“ Because of the nature of our counterespionage and 
intelligence work, its effectiv eness cannot necessarily 
be measured in terms of conv ictions secured or sen­ 
tences imposed. Prosecutions are no measure of success 
in counterespionage and intelligence activ ities. Foreign 
intelligence personnel are often protected by diplomatic 
immunity and are quick to exploit our constitutional 
guarantees. Often, disclosure of their activ ities through 
public trial would compromise highly classified infor­ 
mation . . . ” 
For his 1960 appropriation, J. Edgar Hoov er re­ 
ported: 
“ Despite Sov iet adv ocacy of an ostensible ‘Peace 
Front,’ there has b<K>n no letup in Red subv ersion. To 
the contrary, the Sov iet Union's much heralded ‘peace­ 
ful coexistence’ campaign has opened the door for 
foreign-directed espionage on an accelerated scale. 
“To the Sov iets, this slogan is merely a tactical 
expedient clearly designed to expand international 
Communism's capabilities for espionage and subv er­ 
sion. Experience has taught the hitter truth that nev er 
should we be more alert than when Communist powers 
cloak their driv e for world domination behind appease­ 
ment policies. 
“Our inv estigations hav e clearly disclosed an ov er­ 
all expansion of Sov iet bloc intelligence activ ities 
against the United States. There has been a predomi­ 
nantly widespread use of ‘legal’ agents operating under 
the guise of diplomatic status. There are indications, 
further, of a general tightening-up of the organizational 
structure of the Sov iet intelligence apparatus. 
There 
can be little doubt that this increasing pressure of 
foreign-directed espionage activ ity will continue with 
added emphasis for an indefinite future period.” 
One o f So v iet Russia ’s tricks in the espio na g e 
g a me in the use fra udulent pa sspo rts. Co ncerning 
this, Ho o v er sa id la st y ea r; 
“ Fra udulent pa sspo rts ha v e, tra ditio na lly , been 
sta nda rd equipment fo r spies a nd subv ersiv es. 
Tho ug h we ha v e been co nfro nted with this decep­ 
tio n fo r ma ny y ea rs, the pro blem to da y ha s beco me 
ev en mo re difficult . . .

DeGaulle Emerges As New Leader Of The West 


PARIS 
General De GauUe’.s emergence 
a.s the leader of the West, at any 
rate for the time being, was the 
least noticed but far from the 
lea.se 
important 
result of the 
explosion at the summit. 
A much greater debt is owed 
to the French 
president 
than 
most people understand. His un­ 
troubled perception, his icy im­ 
perturbability in a moment of 
potential danger, almost certain­ 
ly prev ented an ev en uglier re­ 
sult in Paris than the ugly re­ 
sult that was finally produced. 
De Gaulle, as the world now 
knows, was the first to learn 
from 
Khru.shchev himself that 
the Sov iet boss did not intend to 
negotiate at all unless President 
Eisenhower opened the confer­ 
ence with a humiliating public 
capitulation in the m atter of the 
U-2. From that moment, after 
Khrushchev had called on him 
on the Sunday morning before 
the conference was to begin. De 
Gaulle was like a rock. 
The same cannot be said of 
Prim e Minister Macmillan and 
President Elsenhower. 'The Brit­ 
ish leader definitely fav ored ges­ 
tures. concessions and apologies, 
in order to persuade Khrushchev 
to get down to business. .More­ 
ov er, the President's v iewpoint 
was not immensely different from 
the Prime Minister’s, although 
the majority of the President’s 
staff took Gen. De Gaulle's op­ 
posing v iew. 
De Gaulle’s v iew was. quite 
simply, that Khrushchev would 
be satisfied with nothing less 
than 
total 
capitulation, 
which 
would be fatal. Therefore he ar­ 
gued ■ that half measures of ap­ 
peasement would only add the 
embarrassment of eating humble 
pie (to the misfortune of the con­ 
ference’s collapse). De Gaulle’s 
sound judgment was prov en by

Hypnotizing Warts Away May Take Time

Pesty 
warts 
were 
charmed 
away with hypnosis by two Scot 
physicians. The lesions shriv eled 
up and disappeared without leav ­ 
ing a scar in 10 out of 14 cases. 
The hypnotic trance was too light 
to be effectiv e in the four failures. 
This report from The Lancet is 
not the first to appear on hypnotic 
suggestion in wart therapy but is 
more scientific than others I’v e 
seen. Once the hypnotic state was 
induced, 
two suggestions 
were 
made to the patients. They were 
told that tbe warts on only one 
side would disappear. In addition, 
the indiv iduals were told that, on 
awakening, they were to open the 
door w'hen the physician blew his 
nose; 
this 
was 
to 
determine 
whether 
the suggestions 
were 
deeply ingrained. The 10 patients 
meeting 
this requirement 
lost 


their warts on one side, usually 
on the hand, in 5 xxeeks to 3 
months. 
The psychological treatm ent of 
common warts has been used 
successfully for many decades. 
In most instances, the xxart spe­ 
cialist or healer rubs the lesion 
with something special, such as 
kernels of corn or potato skins; 
shortly thereafter, the growths 
fall off. This form of suggestion 
is related to hypnosis and. in 
this respect, the two methods 
hav e some similarity. 
It has been difficult for physi­ 
cians to understand why such 
treatment is successful.

Dodge City was a rough town in 
the 1870’s .A dusty road was call­ 
ed Front Street. There were hit­ 
ching rails, some boarding houses 
and shojis, and a place called 
The Long Branch. A .« ign in the 
middle of the road said: “The 
Carrying of Fire Arms Strictly 
Forbidden.” Underneath it said: 
“Try Prickly Ash Bitters.” 
In the latter part of the decade, 
a.s The Kansas Historical Quar­ 
terly reminds me, William B. 
“ Bat” Masterson was sheriff. He 
was paid $ 75 a month. He wa.sn't 
great. In the .summer of 1878, 
Deputy Marshal 
McCarty 
was 
shot in the I.,ong Branch. Fannie 
Keenan, alias Dora Hand, was 
also shot and killed. 
City Marshal Edward J. Mas- 
terson was slaughtered by drunk­ 
en cowboys. On October 27, 1877, 
George Wilson, the only man in 
jail, escaped. The most exciting 
news occurred on April 5, 1879, 
when Frank Lov ing 
and 
Lev i 
Richardson dueled with gun.s in 
the Long Branch. The Ford Coun­ 
ty Globe reported the story as 
follows; 
“There is seldom witnessed in 
any civ ilized town 
or 
country 
such a scene as transpired at 
the Long Branch saloon, in this 
city, last Saturday ev ening, re­ 
sulting in the killing of Lev i 
Richardson, a well known freigh­ 
ter, by a gambler named Frank 
Lov ing. 
“For sev eral months Lov ing 
has been liv ing with a woman 
toward whom Richardson seems 
to hav e cherished tender feel­ 
ings and on one or two occasions 
they hav e quarreled and ev en 
come to blow.« . Richardson was 
a man who had liv ed for sev eral 
years on the frontier, and though 
well liked in many respects, he 
had cultiv ated habits of bold and 
daring, which are always likely 
to get a man into trouble. He 
was young and strong and reck­ 
less. 
“Lov ing is a man of whom we 
know but v ery little. He is a 
gambler by profession: not much 
of a rowdy, but more of the cool 
and desperate order, when he 
has a killing on hand. He is 
about 25 years old. 
“As stated in the ev idence, they 
met, one said: ‘I don’t believ e 
you will fight.* The other an­ 
swered: ‘Try me and see,’ and 
immediately both drew m urder­ 
ous rev olv ers and at it they went, 
in a room filled with people, the 
leaden missiv es flying in all di­ 
rections. There is no telling how 
long the fight might hav e last­ 
ed had 
not 
Richardson 
been 
pierced with bullets and Lov ing’s 
pistol been left without a cart­ 
ridge. 
“ Richardson was shot in the 
breast, through the 
side 
and 
through the right arm. It seems 
strange that Lov ing was not hit, 
except a slight scratch on the 
hand, as the two men were so 
dose together that their pistols 
almost touched each other. 
“ Elev en shots were fired, six 
by Lov ing, fiv e by Richardson. 
Richardson only liv ed a few mo­ 
ments after the shooting. Lov ing 
was placed in jail to await the 
v erdict of the 
coroner’s 
jury, 
which was 'Self Defense’ and he 


was released. Richardson hai no 
relativ es in this v icinity. He was 
from Wisconsin. About 28 years 
old.” 
Adam Jackson, bartender at 
the Long Branch, testified: 
"I know Lev i Richardson. He 
was in the saloon just before the 
fu.ss. standing by the stov e. He 
started to go out and went as far 
a.s the door when Lov ing came in. 
Richardson turned and followed. 
lx)v ing sat down at the hazard 
tabic. Richardson sat near him. 
Lov ing got up. making some re­ 
mark to Richardson. Lov ing says 
to Richardson: ‘If you hav e any­ 
thing to say about me why don’t 
you come and say it to my fa ce 
like a gentleman, and not to my 
back you 
----------- 
— 
--------------!’ Richardson stood and 
said! ‘You wouldn’t fight any­ 
thing, you damn

Heigh-Ho And 
Up She Goes! 


Those earnest market analysts who worship 
at the shrine of the late Charles H Dow are now 


looking for the Dow-Jones average of 30 indus­ 
trial stocks to test the ‘ resistance level'’ of 625* 
630. when only a scant week ago they were look­ 
ing for the list to “test the March lows” of a- 
round 590. 
This may sound like gibberish, but 
what it means is that people think that stocks 
may continue to go up in price who a week ago 
thought they were going down. 


The famous Dow Theory is named for the 
first editor of the Wall S tr e e t Journal — and co­ 
founder of Dow’. Jones & Co. — who in the 1890s 
outlined certain trail-blazing ideas about stock 
market forecasting. 
His successor and close 
friend, William P. Hamilton, organized these 
concepts into what he called the Dow Theory. 
In its simplest form, the Theory holds that 
the average price of a representative group of 
stocks, once having set a definite pattern, will 
persist in that pattern until certain ‘ reversal 
signals” appear on the chart or graph of the 
index. 
Market analysts have developed num er­ 
ous variations, refinem ents, corollaries, and ex­ 
tensions of that basic concept. 
In the present condition of the market, 
should the index, as was expected a week ago, 
have fallen below’ the March lows, that would 
have been in the general consensus a “sell sig­ 
nal” indicating that the market was going to get 
even more bearish. 
Now, a break through the 
625-630 ‘ resistance level” would probably be a 
"buy signal.”

The Size Of Espionage 


In his 1950 report. J. E dgar Hoover said: 
“ I want tot point out the increased volume of our 
espionage work. 
“ In 1947 we received 798 espionage m atters. 
In 
1948 we received 1.227, and in 1949, 1,939, while in 1950 
we had 3,523.” 
In his 1959 report. Hoover said: 
“ Despite the Soviet Russian peace front the activi­ 
ties of the Communist-bloc intelligence services have 
continued down to the present tim e 
Evaluation of 
investigative developments during the past year has 
shown that the current Red leadership has no intention 
ot relaxing its efforts, and that the increasing pressure 
of foreign-directed espionage networks will continue 
indefinitely. 
Our investigative counterm easures have 
aNo provided us with a m eans of estim ating the degree 
of Soviet-satellite intelligence activities being conducted 
in the United States under the guise of diplomatic 
statu s.” 
In the sam e report. Hoover stated: 
“As part of the Abel rase, Havhanrn related lo 
the FBI that one of his assignm ents was to deliver 
$5,000 to Helen Schell, wife of Morton Sobeit, con­ 
victed mem ber of the Julius Rosenberg espionage 
network, as a reward for Sohell’s silence. 
Schell, 
it will he recalled, never confessed and extensive 
efforts have been made by the Communists in an 
effort to free him. 
“ The task of the delivery of the money to Mrs. 
Sobell had been given originally to Abel who, through 
fear of exposure as a result of FBI coverage of Helen 
Sobell. buried the money in two caches in Bear Moun­ 
tain State Park in New York 
Subsequently, on in­ 
structions from Abel. Hayhanen dug up the money for 
delivery to Helen Sobell. 
However, he did not make 
this delivery but instead appropriated the funds f o r' 
his own use . . .” 
Hoover also said in this report: 
“ Because of the nature of our counterespionage and 
Intelligence work, its effectiveness cannot necessarily 
be m easured in term s of convictions secured or sen­ 
tences imposed. Prosecutions are no m easure of success 
in counterespionage and intelligence activities. Foreign 
intelligence personnel are often protected by diplomatic 
immunity and are quick to exploit our constitutional 
guarantees Often, disclosure of their activities through 
public trial would compromise highly classified infor­ 
m ation . . . ” 
For his 1960 appropriation, J. Edgar Hoover re­ 
ported: 
“ Despite Soviet advocacy of an ostensible ‘Peace 
Front,’ there has been no letup in Red subversion. To 
the contrary, the Soviet Union > much heralded peace­ 
ful coexistence' campaign has opened the door for 
foreign-directed espionage on an accelerated scale. 
“To the Soviets, this slogan is m erely a tactical 
expedient clearly designed to expand international 
Com m unism ’s capabilities for espionage and subver­ 
sion. Experience has taught the hitter truth that never 
should we be more alert than when Communist powers 
cloak their drive for world domination behind appease­ 
ment policies. 
“ Our investigations have clearly disclosed an over­ 
all expansion of Soviet bloc1 intelligence activities 
against the United States 
There has been a predomi­ 
nantly w idespread use of le g a l' agents operating under 
the guise of diplomatic status 
There are indications, 
further, of a general tightemng-up of the organizational 
structure of the Soviet intelligence apparatus 
There 
can be little doubt that this increasing pressure of 
foreign-directed espionage activity will continue with 
added em phasis for an indefinite future period ” 
On** of .Nmlet Russia's truk s in the espionage 
gam e in the use fraudulent passports. Concerning 
this, Hoover said last year: 
“ Fraudulent passports have, traditionally, been 
standard equipment 
for 
spies 
and subversives. 
Though we have been confronted with this decep­ 
tion for manv years, the problem today has become 
even more difficult . . . 
“ Top Party functionaries have stated that it will 
now be ‘easy’ for the party. 
What was m eant, of 
course, was that <the Suprem e Court' ruling will facili­ 
tate the travel of spies, couriers, and subversives. The 
next tim e a representative of the Communist P arty is 
summoned to the Soviet Union, he will not even have 
to go to the trouble of using an alias 
"The P arty has lost no time in capitalizing upon 
the ease with which passports may now be obtained. 
A steady stream of Parfy people, including such long­ 
tim e functionaries as .Alexander Trachtenberg. Jam es 
Jackson. George Morris, and Victor J Jerom e, applied 
for and received passports for travel to the Soviet 
"* Union 
Obviously individuals of this type are not going 
to Russia for vacation purposes ” 
These passports are som etim es used by unauthor­ 
ized persons in other countries. They are also handed 
over to Russians. Po!e>, Czechs Hungarians and other 
spies for use in neutral countries.

DeGaulle Emerges As New Leader Of The West 


PARIS 
General De Gaulle’s em ergence 
as the leader of the West. at any 
rate for the tim e being, was the 
least noticed but far from the 
lease 
important 
result 
of 
the 
explosion at the sum m it. 
A much greater debt is owed 
to 
the 
French 
president 
than 
most people understand. His un­ 
troubled perception, his icy im­ 
perturbability in a 
moment of 
potential danger, almost certain­ 
ly prevented an even uglier re­ 
sult in P aris than the ugly re­ 
sult that was finally produced. 
De Gaulle, as the world now 
knows, was the first to learn 
from 
Khrushchev 
himself 
that 
the Soviet boss did not intend to 
negotiate at all unless President 
Eisenhower opened the confer­ 
ence with a humiliating public 
capitulation rn the m atter of the 
U-2. 
From that moment, after 
Khrushchev had called on him 
on the Sunday morning before 
the conference was to begin, De 
Gaulle was like a rock. 
The sam e cannot be said of 
Prim e Minister M acmillan and 
President Eisenhower. The Brit­ 
ish leader definitely favored ges­ 
tures, concessions and apologies, 
in order to persuade Khrushchev 
to get down to business. More­ 
over, the President's viewpoint 
was not immensely different from 
the 
Prim e 
M inister's, although 
the m ajority of the President’s 
staff took Gen. De Gaulle's op­ 
posing view. 
De G aulle's view was. quite 
simply, that Khrushchev would 
be satisfied 
with 
nothing 
less 
than 
total 
capitulation, 
which 
would be fatal. Therefore he ar­ 
gued that half m easures of ap­ 
peasem ent would only add the 
em barrassm ent of eating humble 
pie (to the misfortune of the con­ 
ference's collapse'. De Gaulle's 
sound judgment was proven by 
the response that Macmillan got 
from 
Khrushchev, 
when 
Hie 
Prim e Minister tried to glue the 
conference together again after

President Eisenhower’s decision 
not to reappoint William R. Con- 
nole to the Federal Power Com­ 
mission has all the makings of 
the 
personality 
fight-of-the-year 
in Congress. 
Eisenhower told a news confer­ 
ence after the word had leaked 
out that he wanted to find “ a be»- 
ter m an” to succeed Connole, a 
p o l i t i c a l 
independent. 
That 
phrase is coming back to haunt 
the President. 
The man Eisenhower nom inat­ 
ed was Thomas J. Donegan, a 
form er FBI agent, who has ad­ 
m itted that he “ never had any­ 
thing to do with utilities outside 
of paying my gas bills.” 
Although the President had to 
select a non-Republican by law, 
and Donegan is a Democrat, the 
Dem ocrats on Capitol Hill are up 
in arm s. They contend that E is­ 
enhower 
replaced 
Connole 
be­ 
cause he was too friendly to con­ 


sum er interests in natural gas 


cases 
which com e 
before the 
commission and not sym pathetic 
enough with the business tycoons 
who run the huge pipeline com ­ 
panies. 
Some m aintain that Ike hoped 
to put them on the spot by m ak­ 
ing 
them 
oppase a 
registered 
member of their own political 
party. However, they insist that 
the President has m iscalculated. 
They recall last year’s big fight 
over the confirmation of Lewis

He 
was paid $75 a month He w asn’t 
great. In the sum m er of 1878, 
Deputy M arshal 
McCarty 
was 
shot in the l/>ng Branch. F’annie 
Keenan, alias Dora Hand, was 
also shot and killed. 
City M arshal Edward J. M as­ 
terson was slaughtered by drunk­ 
en cowboys. On October 27, 1877, 
George Wilson, the only m an in 
jail, escaped. The most exciting 
news occurred on April 5, 1879. 
when F'rank Loving 
and 
Levi 
Richardson dueled with guns in 
the Long Branch. The F'ord Coun­ 
ty Globe reported the story as 
follows: 
“There is seldom witnessed in 
any civilized town 
or 
country 
such a scene as transpired at 
the Long Branch saloon, in this 
city. last Saturday evening, re­ 
sulting 
in the 
killing of 
Levi 
Richardson, a well known freigh­ 
ter, by a gam bler nam ed F'rank 
Loving. 
“ For 
several months Loving 
has been living with a woman 
toward whom Richardson seems 
to have cherished tender feel­ 
ings and on one or two occasions 
they have quarreled and even 
come to blows. Richardson was 
a man who had lived for several 
years on the frontier, and though 
well liked in many respects, he 
had cultivated habits of bold and 
daring, which are always likely 
to get a man into trouble. He 
was young and strong and reck­ 
less 
“ Loving is a man of whom we 
know 
hut very little. He is a 
gam bler by profession; not much 
of a rowdy, but more of the cool 
and desperate order, when he 
has a killing on hand. He is 
about 25 years old. 
“ As stated in the evidence, they 
met. one said: 
‘I don’t believe 
you will fight.’ The other an­ 
swered: T ry me and see,' and 
im m ediately both drew m urder­ 
ous revolvers and at it they went, 
in a room filled with people, the 
leaden m issives flying in all di­ 
rections. There is no telling how 
long the fight might have last­ 
ed had 
not 
Richardson 
been 
pierced with bullets and Loving’s 
pistol been left without a c a rt­ 
ridge. 
“ Richardson was shot in the 
breast, 
through the 
side 
and 
through the right arm 
It seem s 
strange that Loving was not hit, 
except a slight scratch on the 
hand, as the two men were so 
close together that their pistols 
almost touched each other. 
“ Eleven shots were fired, six 
by Loving, five by Richardson. 
Richardson only lived a few mo­ 
ments after the snooting. Loving 
was placed in jail to aw ait the 
verdict of the 
coroner’s 
jury, 
which was Self Defense’ and he 


was released. Richardson hat no 
relatives in this vicinity. He was 
from Wisconsin. About 28 years 
old.” 
Adam Jackson, bartender 
at 
the lying Branch, testified: 
“ I know Levi Richardson. He 
was in the saloon just before the 
fuss, standing by the stove. He 
started to go out and went as far 
as the door when Loving cam e in. 
Richardson turned and followed, 
laving sat down at the hazard 
table. Richardson sat near him. 
Loving got up. making som e re­ 
m ark to Richardson. Loving says 
to Richardson: ‘If you have any­ 
thing to say about me why don’t 
you come and say it to my face 
like a gentlem an, and not to m y 
back you ----------- 
— 
-------------- !* Richardson stood and 
said! 
‘You wouldn’t fight any­ 
thing, you dam n ----- !’ Loving 
said: ‘You try m e and see.’ 
“ Richardson 
drew 
his pistol 
first. Loving also drew a pistol. 
Three or four shots were fired 
when Richardson fell by the bill­ 
iard table. He fell on his hands 
and knees. He did not fire after 
he fell. No persons were shooting 
except the two mentioned. When 
it started. Loving’s pistol snap­ 
ped twice and I think Richardson 
shot twice before Loving’s pistol 
was discharged.”
